during the celebration.

that should not have been permitted. 
But If such an affair is to be given at 
all some allowance must be made for 
the exuberant spirits of the visitors. 
.The fact that some took advantage of 
the liberty permitted them 
merely 


shows that there are >ome who are al- 
ways ready to take every advantage. 


Whether or not there will ever be an- 


other Carnival remains to be seen. Cer- 
tain it IB that there will be violent oppo- 
sition to it from many. It IB somewhat 
of aquestioD whether or not we should 
again be able to draw such a crowd as 
we did this year. Unfortunately all 
the advertised attractions could not be 
carried out—a fact that Newporters 
recognized whether the visitors did or 
not. 


Many members of the committees 


did excelleut work from.the time that 
the Carnival was first talked of. Others 
did not attend to the work that had 
beeu assigned to them until too late to 
properly perform their tasks. The fact 
that the Newport season was at its 
height so that even the ardent enthusi- 
asts could not do all they wished to 
support the committee contributed con- 
siderably to a lessening of the attract- 
ions nf the week, while there wa* a 
very lukewarm attitude and even out- 
spoken hostility on the part of certain 
citizens. 
For these rearons there Is 


considerable question whether or not 
Newport will have a Carnival next 
year.

RAINFALL. 


THE PILLAR OP LK1HT- 


The ProctHMen of Biiltnre by Which It 


r. Produced. 


Rain Is, as we nil know, the moisture 


of the 
atmosphere condensed into 


tops large enough to fall with per- 
ceptible velocity to the earth. The va- 
riation In the sizes of the drops is de- 
pendent upon the difference in the 
height from which they have fallen 
and to the amount of atmospheric dis- 
turbance present at the time. If they 
fall from great heights the drops suf- 
fer gradual division Into smaller and 
smaller pants uutil they are at last 
converted into mists. In calm weather, 
irith the clouds near the earth's sur- 
face, the drops are apt to be large 
and heavy. The formation of rain is 
In general a continuation or an en- 
largement of the processes by which 
clouds and fogs are formed. The dep- 
osition of moisture depends upon the 
coollug of the atmosphere, but concern- 
Ing the precise process by which the 
cooling i» effected various opinions are 
entertained even among those who 
have made meteorology a life study. 
In considering the matter we have de- 
duced our reckonings from what is 
considered the best authority on the 
subject Prom this it appears that the 
temperature of a given mass of warm 
air is lowered in the ordinary course 
of atmospheric phenomena by one or 
the other of the processes mentioned 
In the following: By radiation to the 
cold sky, by radiation to the neighbor- 
lag masses of clouds or the cold 
ground, by mixture with cool air or by 
the absorption of heat In the expan- 
sion of ascending columns of air. 
Whatever tb« process may be, one 
thing Is sure—tbe cooling must take 
place before the moisture will collect 
Into drops of sufficient size to cause 
them to fall from tbe mass of vapor 
lu which the constituent parts have 
been floating.

Cream cheese con- 
tains a still larger number of aniinal- 
culae, a gram harboring after three 
weeks "uO.WJU, rising to 2,000,000 after 
a month and n half. These figures ap- 
ply ouly to the center of the cheese. 
while close to the rind families num- 
bering 5,500,000 bacteria may be found 
In every gram of cheese, 
lu about 


one and a half pounds of cream cheese, 
the professor estimates, there are as 
many germs as there are human beings 
ou the face of the globe. It Is sup- 
posed that all or most of these mi- 
crobes are "friendly" ones and assist 
iu the digestive process. We hope so

license grnntorl under the provisions of 
this chapter shall authorize any person to 
sell any spirituous or intoxicating liquors 
on Sunday, or to any woman, except as 
hereinafter provided, or to any minor, or 
person of notoriously intemperate hab- 
its, or to sell or furnish Intoxicating 
liquors to any person on a pass-book or 
order, on a store, or to receive from any 
person any goods, wares, merchandise, or 
provisions In exchange for liquors.

Ing owner who has advanced the neces- 
sary expense to remove and store said 
fence may recover all of said expense in 
an action of debt from the person or per- 
sons who caused or suffered said fence 
to be built. 


Sec. 4. This act shall not apply to line 


fences running through wood land nor to 
barbed-wire fences already constructed.

BOOK ILLUMINATION. 


AB Etrlr dimple ot the Artlrtle 


Culture of the Aucieuta. 


f The underlying thought which has In- 
tpired illumination from its very be- 
gtnntng is more interesting even than 
tlie gorgeous pages which pass beyond 
our power of appreciation and defy 
•.our comprehension. 
To the ancients 


the rarest getus in all the world were 
the gems of thought. The book was 
the tangible and visible expression of 
man's intellect, -worthy of the noblest 
•etting. Its covers might be" made of 
tables of beaten gold lulaid with pre- 
cious Jewels, its words might b'e writ- 
ten in minium of rare brilliancy 
brought from India or Spafn or in 
Byzantine ink made from pure orien- 
tal gold upon parchment soft as velvet 
made from tlie skins of still born kids, 
while upon the ample margins could 
be displayed miniatures and decora- 
tiohsjiortrayiiig the highest skill of the 
great artists of the dny. 


The earliest example of illumination 


Is a papyrus in the Louvre in Paris, 
which contains paintings representing 
funeral ceremonies executed in bright 
colors, touched in its high lights .with 
penciled gold. 
Although we find fre- 


quent mention of some poem written 
In gold, of some magnificent volume or 
codei of colored vellum or some col- 
lection of miniatures or of some mag- 
nificent gift book decorated for prince 
or church, yet this simple, Imperfect 
fragment at the Louvre Is the sole 
tangible evidence we have that so 
obvious a form of artistic culture as 
the art of illumination was known to 
the long period of classical antiquity 
or to the later luxuries of the life of 
Athens and Corinth, of Pergamum and 
Epheeus, of Cyzicuus or Rhodes. Syra- 
cuse or Tarentum, of Sybaris, of Pom- 
pell and of Rome/ 


With the invention of printing the 


demand for the Illuminator and the 
scribe became gradually less, and final- 
ly by the end of the sixteenth century 
Illumination ceased to be an art The 
book as the developer of the people in 
science and literature and in learning 
generally had crowded out the book as 
an object of art. It> need not have 
done this, perha-is. but as a matter'of 
fact it did.—Bo';tc:i Transcript.

WAX TAPERS. 


IHnde Toilny •• TlicT W*re In th« 


Seventeen!!! Century. 


In the manufacture of wax matches 


and the Ions and slender tapers which 
are known as ruts de cave (cellar rat*) 
the method introduced Into France by 
Pierre Blesuialro in the middle of the 
seventeenth century Is still in use. 
'The method is practiced today In th« 
Carrlere factory at Bourg lae Rlne, 
neur Paris. The cords of which the 
wick is composed pass Into a basin of 
melted was heated by a small furnace, 
from which they are drawn through a 
perforated plate to a large wooden 
drum which is turned slowly by hand. 
The operation Is repeated two or three 
times, the size of the hoi* through 
which the cord paises being increased 
each time. When the waied- cord has 
attained the required size It Is wound 
on large reels In skeins of 400 or 500 
meters (about 1,500 feet), which are 
boxed and shipped to Wholesaler*. It 
Is also furnished In lengths of from 
three to ten meters (ten to thirty-three 
feet), folded as often as may be re- 
quired1 for convenient packing. These 
tapers are'now used chiefly by wine 
merchants and by sextons in lighting 
church candles. 


The very short and thick candles, 


called vellleuses, or night candles, are 
composed of a mixture of wai and 
stearin. Tbe molding machine differs 
considerably from the apparatus used 
for ordinary candles, although the prin- 
ciple of the operation is unchanged. 
After the little candles have cooled 
the attendant removes them from the 
molds and conveys them to women,. 
who put them in tin cups, which pre- 
vent the escape of melted wax during 
combustion, and pass them to other 
women, who label and pack them. 


Paraffined paper is made simply by 


drawing long rolls of paper by means 
of a series of cylinders tbrouph n steam 
heated trough containing a solution of 
paraffin and stearlc acid and thence to 
a large wooden cylinder, on which It Is 
rolled.—Scientific American.
